Rail and Transport Workers 


May Join British Strike 


Union Serve Ultimatum On Government That Sympathy 


Strike Will be Called Unless Government 


Negotiates With Miners 


(By the Associated Press) 


LONDON — The coal strike situation took' an unexpected 


and grave turn this afternoon when the railwayir.en and trans- 
port workers announced that they would strike in sympathy 
with the miners unless negotiations between .the government 
and tha miners were reopened this week. 


The railroad men's delegates Is- 


sued what was virtually an ultima- 
tum to the government that aK num- 
bers cease work Sunday at midnight 
unless the strike was settled or nego- 
tiations which would effect a settle- 
ment begun by Saturday. 


J. H. Thomas, general secretary 


of the national, union ...of 
railway 


men, announced the delegates. of the 
railway .men" had "decided : to : in- 
struct the general secretary to inti- 
mate to Premier Lloyd George that 
unless the miners' claims are grant- 
ed or negotiations resumed by Sat- 
urday which will result in a settle- 
merit we -stall be compelled to take 
the necessary steps to instruct all 
our members . in England, Scotland 
and Wales to -cease work. In addi- 
tion a telegram is being dispatche< 
to all members to he prepared t 
cease work at midnight on Sunda

section provides that streets may be 
discontinued by the Board of Trus- 
tees of the village upon complying 
with the. .conditions, set. iorth . in the 
section. 
The section itself does not 
state what vote is necessary to vacate 
a street. •• 


Section 4 of Chapter IV of onr city 


charter provides that all ordinances, 
rnlcs and resolutions shall be passed 
by an affirmative vote of the majority 
of all members of the Common Coun- 
cil. This section is controlling unless 
some provision of section 61.38 would 
render it inoperative, but I find no 
reason why section 61.38 and the pro- 
vision Quoted from the city charter 
could not both bo observed in the va- 
cation of the street. 


It seems to me therefore that the 
city is by section 61.38 vested with 
the power to discontinue street's, bat 
such power is to be exercised in the

of dumping it on the market in bulk as soon as threshed at 
prices below cost. 


Appeals are being made to Washington but they are not
